RAIHi^AY TO CARIBOO. 

An article uppoured in yiiatordiiy morn- 
ing's issue frntu the pen of Mr. H. P. 
Bull, 0. E., un the subjeot of a railway 
from some point on the line of the Oana- 
dian Pacific into tho Oaribo-j diRtrict. 
'I'liia SMUO niiitlur has occupied the iittun- 
tion of the provincial governnieut, who 
have had it in hand for some time past 
with a viow of securing its oonBtruction 
by . inducing the federal government to 
join with them in advancing the scheme. 
From information already oolloctod, the 
feasibility of constructing a lino of rail- 
way either by the way uf the North 
Thompson Iliver, or by following the 
Bonaparte Valley, hae been demonstrated, 
though further surveys will, of course, be 
nocessary to detorniino the most advan- 
tageous route. Tiio conatruotion of the 
Canadian PaciSc railway has furnished a 
means whereby the dormant rasouroes of 
the province may now be developed. It 
has provided a grand artery of oommuni- 
«Btton with 'the markets of the Dominion, 
of the United Stites, of Great Britain, 
and Europe generally. In order that the 
artery in.iy be made to luivancu the gun- 
ural welfare of the province it will be 
necessary to coiutruct brancho.i, and it 
has over been cuntended that the gold 
district of Cariboo otfered the boat lield 
for saoh a feeder. There oan be no ques- 
tion as to th6 wealth and extent of its 
»]uart7. veins, or the richness of it 3 
plussr deposits; and the one rea- 
Bon that has operated against 
their being extensively worked has been 
the high freight tariff necessarily charged 
to a point so remote from the source of 
iupply. This with the consequent high 
prico of labor has prevented the advance- 
ment of Cariboo, and outside of the rich 
paying placer deposits, it w atill cuniparu- 
tively unworked. The time is now at 
hand when it is neoessary to oonneot this 
district with the natiooitl highway in order 
that its latent wealth may form an import 
ant elei»ent in tlio pri'i,'ri.'sa uf llio pro- 
vince in particulir and of the Doniiniun 
generally. The goveriinient recognizing 
this fact have already made a commeiice- 
inent, and though a line uf action has not 
yet been laid down, it is not dilEouU to 
foresee thttt earnest endeavor on their 
part, on tli'j part of the Dominion ropre- 
eentatives from thia provinoe, and the 
hearty CO- operation of its people will in 
the end secure the building of a railway 
line into Cariboo. The prosecution and 
completion of such an undettiking would 
mean the expenditure of larije capital, and 
as before remarked there need be no hesi- 
tation or disbelief in the result — it would 
be highly benoticial to tbo district, pro- 
vince and Dominion, and to the men who 
▼ould thus invest their money. 

A CASE IN I'OINT. 

Let those in Victoria who oppose the 
proposed loan forsewerage purposes boar in 
mind the sad warning given by the present 
condition of tho city of Petaluma. Here is 
the case of a city enjoying a climate that 
is known the world over as being exceed- 
ingly healthy, with numbers of its citi- 
zens down with typhoid fever, simply be- 
cause the sanitary arrangements have 
been neglected. We in Victoria have an 
equally healthy climate, but it requires 
nothing but a continuation of the present 
lack of sanitation to make this fair city a 
hot bed for fevers. It may bo that such 
ft visitation might not overtake Victoria 
for some time to come, but sooner or later 
come it must, unless tho people are will- 
ing to do their share in render- 
ing permanent the advantages that 
have been bestowed by nature. 
"The millH of God griu<l slow, but they grind 
exceediuHly suiall" in an old iiphoi ism ; and 
becaurto Victoria has .so far beuu pheuomi;- 
iiftlly free from sickness tbi ie is 110 reason 
to think that her turn will not eouio if 
proper attention is not piikl to cleimliness. 
The same rule so often applied to tho 
family, "hotter pay bakers' bills than doo- 
tora' billa, " is equally applicable to the city. 
Better pay bills to keep the city in good 
health than pay doctors' bills to bring back 
lost health. 



In Canada, the dilliculty of inducing 
the sons of farmers to follow in tho foot- 
steps of their fathers is a pressing ques- 
tion in some agricultural communities. 
In spite of the overcrowded slate of most 

{ffofessicns, farmers' sons continue to 
eave comfortable homes and swell the 
tanks of clerks in Canadian and American 
.cities. How to avoid this state of things, 
and retain, for the development of Cana- 
dian agriculture, tho energy thus mie- 
directod, has recently boon tlie cause of 
some iiKfuiry in tho press. The facts of 
tho case would seem to be admitted on all 
hands. And there also seems a consensus 
of opinion that, to some extent, the blame 
must rest with the farmers themselves. It 
is no doubt true that agrinulturalists all 
tho world over aro soniowhat too apt to 
full into a "hutndruin" mode of work 
which cannot but become irksome, and 
even unbearable, to the younger spirits on 
the farm. Hence, it is pointed out that 
farmers have the remedy, to oomo extent, 
in their own hands, and thut by purHiiiiig 
a more entoi prising mode of agriculture, 
they would not only beuefit themselves, 
but also interest those around thorn. 
Methods may, for instance, be' introduced 
mure in touch with the progress of the 
ai.;o, by means of which the produce of 
the farm would bo dii^pnsed of ii, tho form 
of checBO, butter, woiil, liei f, mutton, 
eggs, instead of in its primitive statu. 
Improved Hystems of stock and dairy pro- 
ducing may also be introduced, which, 
while, adding to the general interest of 
the undertaking, will considerably inoreaee 
itj profita. Tho question is, of course, a 
weighty one, and must nalurall}' ditfor 
with oiroumstancuH, but, if Oanadi.m farm- 
ers are wise they will do all in their power 
to follow out the spirit of the suggestion 
' of which they have lately been the recipi- 
ents. 

Bkoacke a recent writer upon Amorioan 
poetry bus HUi^'gCRted tliat them in dross 
mixed oven with ShaknHpearo's gold which 
would not bo tolerated now-a-days, Mr. 
HowoUs exults greatly, and rooalls tho criti- 
oisms upon the patronizing attitude taken 
by himself and Henry James towarda 

1^$ilackera7 and Dickens. But Mr, HowoIIb 
misses bis point. What was said then was 
that "the mannorism of Dickeus and the 
oonfldontial attitude of ThBpfceray would 
not now bo tolerated," fiction having bo- 
oome "a flnor art than it was in their day." 
In other wordn Thaekeruy and DuikoUH aro 
outgrown, thoir^tyleaudart being outof date 
— a very dill'orunt thiiiu' from saying of 

' Shakospoaro, or any writur, that ''lionier 
snmotimes nodu." On the 0110 hand the 
mastjra of modern Ootlon were waived 
coutemptuouely aside. On the other, It | 



was modestly intimated that the master of 
poesy was not always ut his best, a com- 
ment so obvious as to be almost a truism, 
and certainly a harmless one. Evidently 
the arrows uf criticism have pierced even 
Mr. Howell's shield of indifferent solf- 
conhdence; but his method of seeking 
protection is woefully illogical and evasive. 

TuE question of forest preservation does 
not seem to be taking so rapid a hold upon 
the pnbUo ^ genwaUy in. Canada as was 
hoped some time siiice. Its importance 
seems to be everywhere recognized, though 
in many instancoH action is slow to follow 
words. In view of this state of uli'iiirs, a 
snggoBtion, made by Mr. li. W. Pbipps, of 
Toronto, deserves the careful attention of 
educationists. ■ He proposes that the (pies- 
tiou should form part of tbo eurricuhuu of 
schools of country districts* Ihrougbout 
Ontario. There can be no doubt that, as 
Mr. I'hippa says, knowledge given on this 
subject from a practical standpoint treating 
ou matters in which the scholars themselves 
are interested would be retained through 
life, and probably bo productive of valuable, 
action at some future date. Wo only hope 
the words of Mr. I'bipps may reeeive the 
attention they deserve, not only in Ontario, 
but iu other parts of the Dominion, where 
there is equal necessity for the aotioti,he 
suggests. 



A Public Library. 

To TiiK EuiTOR ; — I presume it is only 
a matter uf time when we shall have such 
an institution in oXir city, for almost 
every city or town, nowadays, with any 

pretensions to importance, has a public 
library. With tho diasohition of tho 
Mechanics' Institute, and the cmniiiituie 
of it handing over its library to tho city, 
there will be provided very opportunely 
the nucleus for the establishment of a 
free public library. When completed and 
the books in the possession of the munici- 
pality, it will inoet a temporary require- 
ment, inasmuch, as I view it, it will be only 
as a nursing medium for its ovontual de- 
voloptnenl into that fuller proportion 
worthy tho designation of "The Public 
Library of the Oily of Victoria-" 

I look forward to the time, and taking 
into consideration the wealth of our citi- 
zens, I oeo no auperhuman dilliculty to 
prevent it being fulfilled when our citj' 
will have in some central ponilion a noble 
edifice rising up, costing somu ^'0,000, or 
more, as the public library, and of such 
character as our citizetiB would regard 
with pride and satisfaction. Uul what- 
ever is dona in this direction should bo 
done well and handsomely, for any half- 
ineaaurea ot uconomicil attempts would 
land us in the same uusatisfaotory con- 
dition as the defunct institute. With the 
first outlay of an appropriate edifice sur- 
mounted, there ought to be no great 
difficulty in its furtherj maintenance, 
which could bo done handsomely for 
S2,000 a year contributed say in equal 
proportions by provincial government and 
municipality — that is to say $1,000 from 
each of them. 

But whenever this future public library 
assumos the important character here al- 
luded to, when in operation to bu thor- 
oughly efficient it mtist have a reading 
room combined with the library, for un- 
less opportunity is afl'orded for reading 
the newspaper press and periodical liter- 
ature of the mother country, which are 
the productions of the master minds of 
the age, and highly educational, it would 
lose much of its interest amongst the 
thinking minds of tho community. With 
regard to the suggested aid of the pro- 
vincial government out of the public 
purso, it would be justified in sucli an- 
nual .support, inasmuch as Victoria being 
the capital is entitled to such preference; 
as, for example, the legislature of Vic- 
toria, in Australia, votes annually some 
forty thousand dollars in support uf tlio 
public library of the capital. 

Within jhe past few years our city has 
been greatly improved by the addii un of 
many important structures; tht!ru his 
been also much addition to the wealth .)f 
its citizens, but in other respects it may 
well bo asked has there been similar pru- 
gresH, for instanct), with respect to social 
amelioration i One thing is certain. Ink- 
ing into conHidoration the every day lan- 
guage of our streets with itj profanity and 
coaraoncsfl, there is ample room for im- 
provement. I submit there is nothing 
unreasonable or absurd in supposing that 
a public library, when established, may 
have the happy efl'oct of creating quite a 
revolution for the belter in the tastes and 
manners of tho community. The presi- 
dent at tho recent annual meeting in 
London of the Library association of the 
United Kingdom said: 'The free library 
movement was the means of bringing in- 
to activity much dormant intellcLi, and 
of sensibly affecting the national charac- 
ter." 

Our city of Victoria is renowned for 
its local charms and surroundings; its 
praises in this respect are sung far and 

wide. Who knows, but that with t'le 
introductiuti uf a jjiiblic library it ni,iy 
perhaps become as renowned for the in- 
telligence uf .its inhabitants. W. K.B.

It ia well known, also, 
that tho porto is just now pressing the 
(|iiestion, tliero haviug been, for some time 
liaek, negotiations betwi!en tho British gov- 
ernmei't and Xiibar Pasha. It is under- 
stood that the hitter's jouriuiy to JCiij^iand 
has ovpressly in view the Hi'ttleiiK'iil of tho 
Iv/yptiiiii iiuestion. In all probability the 
biitiis of Heltleaieut will bo the coutiuu- 
auco of tho 1/' fiido British protectorate 
of £Kypt by the maintenance of an 
army of occupation on a normal footing. 
It is not to be believed that the British 
government would tulerata anything 
short of that, having In viow how much 
thu .saft^ty of tho British empire is bound 
up with the preservation of IJritish inter- 
ests in l^gypt. 

To make the Indian and Colonial axhi- 
bition at South Kensington a pormnnent 
concern is a proposal finding great favour, 
as is also the proposal to continue the 
"ooliiiduries" for st leabt one year more 
by way of experiment.

The pro- 
moters seek to make the undertaking a 
national one; and they promise that, were 
a great centre of British' industry organ- 
ized acciirding to the plan proposed, we 
s lould have as thu result "a by no moans 
unworthy contribution t ) thu solution of 
the great problem of the revival and ro- 
establiahment of British commerce,"

James Orabani Drops from n 
Third Story Window, 

About 10 o'clock yesterday morning, 
while James Graham, a carpenter, was 
standing on the cornice working at the 
window frame in the third story of 
Heathora.'s building, he grasped a bar to 
assist him iu retaining hi» position. The 
bar was loos'}, and gave way, forcing him 
out towards the street. Seeing that he 
must fall he had the proaonco of mind to 
jump slightly outwards, retaining an up- 
right position until within a few feet of 
the sidewalk, which he sttuok sideways, 
alighting on one kneo, his right arm and 
head. The descent to the ground would 
be nearly thirty feet, and had he fallen a 
little nearer the building he would have 
struck au iron column and been instantly 
killed. He was immediately assisted by 
his fellow- workmen, who were horrified 
at the accident, and conveyed to the ofliuo 
of Dra. Hall & Hall, who examined and 
dressed his injurioa. Those consist of a 
^eep out above the eye and several sculp 
wounds, the right unn ia broken below 
the elbow and the wriac dialooated, the 
knee-cap was broken in four pieces, and 
he, also sustained serious Jnternal in- 
juries. After his wounds were dressed 
he was conveyed to St. .Joaoph'a hospital, 
still ia an uncoiiaciuua condition. Mr. 
Graham is a young man with a wife and 
child.. The doctors entertain hopes of 
his recovery.

A Trip to the Bighorn Moun- 
tains of the Simillcameen. 

I?!OlJNT A II- ACII-HO. 

Immense C^uantltles of Game. 

Two animals, the bighorn or mountain 
sheep (oris Ttwntaiia) and the white goat 
{aplocenis Cobtmbianua) which are now 
among tho rarest of game south of the 
49th parallel, are found within the limits 
of British Columbia in incredible num- 
bers. The range of the two animala is 
ahnoat identical. Tliroughout the Cas- 
cades and mountains of the interior, both 
are found occupying the same mountain 
peaks, but the white goat extends his 
ramidoationa further westward than the 
bighorn, in fact, tho true habitat of the 
goat is along the rugged peaks of«the coast 
range. 

The mountain goat can aoarcaly be 
called a game animal, and muscle and 
power of endurance are ifiore required iu 
reaching its habitat than skill as a hunter 
in stalking when the game is sighted. 

TBB BIOHORN', 

on tho contrary, ia one of tho warioat ani- 
mala known to hunters, and t!io sporla- 
man who, aftor a hard day's hunt, comes 
into °camp with a head of one of thoae 
animals strapped to his saddle may con- 
sider himself luojty. 

They generally go in bands of from ten 
to two or three hundred, and whether 
feeding or resting are always on the alert. 
Facing in evury direction, these sliarp- 
aightod brulea acan the laudacapo for 
miles, and at the first appearance of a 
si range object tho warning is given and 
without staying to investigate the cause 
tliu whole troop start off at a rate of speed 
which loaves very little chance for a suc- 
cessful chase. But it very often happens 
whore hunters are out in diflorout direc- 
tions, the ahuep run into instead of from 
the danger and thus the game is cap- 
tured. Until a very short time ago the 
opinion waa held by eastern sportsmen 
and naturalists that the white goat was 
almost oxtorniinated, and even at tho pro- 
aoiit time upeciinena of this animal are 
very rare in cullections. But British Co- 
lumbia, amid the fastness of her rugged 
mountaina, al6tag the shores of her inland 
channels ana sounds and inlets, holds 
many a surprise for tho gportaman tourist, 
and in reaped to the abundance horo of 
thia mouutiin goat I will record the fol- 
lowing fafita: 

Luat April, a well-known Sijuamifih 
chief who Uvea about a mile above iMoody- 
ville, Burrard Inlet, called n number of 
tribes together for tho purpose of giving a 
potlutc/i, and on that occaaiori thoro were 
given away four hundred white goatakins 
and aix hundred Indian bh^nkots made 
from tho lleeco of tho same animal. For 
the manufacture of one blanket the fleece 
of one good sized goat is required which 
would give tho number of skins at one 
thousand. These were all procured in 
neigliborhood of Burrard Inlet and Howe 
Sound, and within the last three years. 

Somo time ago a party of gentlemen, 
consisting of Messrs H. R. Bishop and 
Wm. Harriman, capitilists, and Prof. D. 
G. Elliot, naturalist, all of Now York, 
arrived at Burrurd inlet buariug a letter 
of introduction to the writer, asking for 
information respecting the moat favorable 
localities for procuring specimena of big- 
horn and inountsin goat. For the pursuit 
of the latter animal I direqted them to the 
north arni o( Burrard inlet and advised 
the Siuiilkameon district for bighorn, 
and after an nrgont request from the 
party I accompanied them on this latter 
expedition. 

LEAVINO NEW WE.STMIN8THH 

on tho steamer Reliance we proceeded to 
Hope, uhere an outfit of twelve pack and 
five saddle horses had previously been 
arranged for. This outfit was taken as 
far as Allison's ranch, a distance of sixty- 
six inilos, whore it waa found necessary 
to discharge it, and engage Indian liorsoa 
to take the party from ttiat p'lint to tho 
hunting grounds and back to Hope. I am 
sorry thai I cannot praise the manner in 
which either of these services waa pur- 
^rrned. This was in fact tho only un- 
satisfactory part of the trip, and it might 
bo as well for future sportjmen fitting out 
for a trip over the aanio route to exorcise 
the greatest caution in procuring suitable 
animals for the journey. The time occu- 
pied by the our party in reaching tho 
hunting grounds waa ton days. Thu dis- 
tiiice from U(;pe ia 104 miles and the 
trail is pronounced by the pi'.rty as one of 
the finest they over traveled and I cer- 
tainly see no reason why thin diatmice 
could not be covered in six days with a 
moderately loaded pack train. 

I forgot to mention that through the 
kindness of a t'ontlemaii at New Weat - 
uiinater the party waa furnished with a 
letter of introduction to Mr. J. F. Alli- 
aon, owner of the well known Allison 
ranch, Similkaineon. We were unfortun- 
ate, though, in meeting that gentleman 
at Hope on bis way to' Victiria, for had 
ho been at homo on our arrival much of 
our trouble in thu way <.'f procuring trust- 
worthy lutliaiia might have been 
avoided. llowcvor, tho party wore 
very kindly received by Mrs. Ollison, to 
whose advice and assistance they were 
much indebted. From Allison's the trail 
led down tho Siinilkaineon to near thii 
junction of the Aahaiiola, whore a ford 
waa made, tlionco along the valley of the 
Ashanola to Mount Ah-aoh-ho, dis- 
tant from Allison's 42 miles. 

MOU.NT AH-AOH-nO 

compared with tho snowy poaka and 
otoi'm Bwopt crags wliieh surround it, 
might perhapa, be more properly termed 
a hill, ihougn it hold its head iit no inaig- 
niticaiit elevation above tho level of the 
sea. With the exception of its wooded 
ravines and a fow park-like groves of 
spruce, fir and aspon, it is an opon bunch- 
grasa tract of land to its summit, and hua 
every evidence of being one vast pasture 
for t he iniiuiiierablo herda of game which 
occur in lU vicinity. Our camp waa 
pitched in n beautiful grove on tlie mar- 
gin of a small creek, a few hundred feet 
below the summit, and to this point 
our park animals were brought. 
Nearly all this oonntry oan be traTeraed on 
horseback, and indeed most of otur. hunting 
was done in this manner, but when aband 
of sheep w.iro sighted — and we wore nil 
supplied with UeldgliiHsoB — tho horsoii were 
pioketed and Iho hunt continued on foot, 
or, what was oftouur tho oiiso. on our 
hands and knooH. 

On our way in wo were told by tho In- 
dians that we would bo one month too early 
for the great gathering of the riims, which 
UHually takes place about tho middle of 
'October, and that we probably would boo 
very few. This information proved to bo 
correct, for during our ntay on tho moun- 
tain (six days) I do not think we saw nioro 
than thirty or forty, while bands of from 
ten to twenty-Uve ewes were met every day, 
i and one band was seen which Mr. Elliot 



estimated at two hundred, The rams wore 
generally found singly or iu small groups of 
four or flve,and always iu some difHeult and 
out of the way place whore the greatest 
caution and skill of tho hunter had to bo 
practised in roaohing them. Wo killed in 
all fifteen animals, six of which were rams, 
The meat wag dried by the Indians, and our 
party allowed them to use the horses in 
packing it down to their houses.

The mule 
door (cariaons inac.rotis), the one found on 
this mountain, is much larger than the 
black tailed door of tho ooast and Vancou- 
ver Island, an adult male weighing from 
two to three hundred and lifly pounds. 

Three spsciea of grouse were mot with on 
tho hunt, viz., the dusky or blue grouao 
{tdrao obscitnis), rranklin's grouse (camice 
canadensin Fmuktimi),anA the white-tailod 
ptarmigan (Icfiopus tedcurus) — the two 
former in great abuudauoe. 

For the benefit of those who have never 
hunted bighorn and who may contemplate 
a trip to the Similkameeu, I might say that 
much of the shooting will be 
diflioult; that is, there will be up- 
hill and down-hill shots, and 
across deep ravines, whore it ia not an 
eitsy matter to judge the diattnce on the 
spur of the moment, and few shots will 
be had within two hundred yards. Tho 
bighorn is also an animal of wonderful 
vitality, and a well-directed shot from a 
hard-hitting rifle is always needed to bring 
ono to bag. 

THE .SOENKUY 

along the Hope trail is very grand, and 
with the exception nf a Vtuht full of snow 
which overtjok ua on the Hope mountain

Ell'ects of Fertili/.crs on Crops 

By Bulletin No. XlV, of the 'Pean- 
aylvania State Agricultural Oollege, 
soiiu) important results are shown: 

1. Partial fertilizers in general pro- 
duce little efl'ect. 

2. Complete commercial fertilizers 
anrpaas yard mannrs as far as a com- 
bination of the two crops, wheat and 
grass, is concerned, in the results shown 
from a single application. In this case 
the eflfects are more largely folt in the 
succeeding grass crop, and to what ex- 
tant this influence may go is not d:- 
terrained. 

3. Dried blood is inferior as a source 
of nitrogen to nitrate of soda or sul- 
phate- of ammonia; .yard manure in- 
creases tl e yield of wheat mora than 
dried blood. 

4. A marked increase is shown in 
the yield from an addition of i>i 
pounds of nitrogen over 24 pounds, 
but above that quantity no very mark- 
ed increase is made, so that ({uantity 
(48 pounds) seems to be the highest 
that can profitably be u.sed. 

5. Ordinarially high yields oi grass 
are obtained from those plots wliicb 
have given the greater yield of wheat. 

The results are an interesting study 
and should receive the attention of 
thoughtful farmers. The more these 
matters are studied the more intellig 
ently can the farmer conduct the vari 
ouB systems of manuring that are oi^en 
to him.

A DANCING OISII SENSATION. 

MmeRIOUS AOENOY WORKiNO havoo 
Amono the Crookerv Ware, 

Some Odd Manifestations. 

Flitladclphia "Kccoril." 

A niost-curioUB Btato of affairs ex- 
ists at preaent in the household of F. 
D. Worley at Gwynedcl, Montgouiery 
Oounty. Mr. Worley lives in a largo 
frame houae adjacent to the G wynedd 
tunnel on tbe^^||blebenL branofa of the 
Keading ' BailrOR^. For sovcral days 
past his china and crockery have been 
hopping around the houae and myatori- 
ously hurling themselves through the 
windows. The residents of the vicinity 
are in a great state of alarm and de- 
clare|:tbatrtbeshouse is bewitched. The 
scene 61 tbef commotion is visited daily 
by crowds of people. 

Tue phenomenon was first noticed on 
Friday last, when Mrs. Worley found 
that about 50 out of 250 jars of pre- 
serves on a shelf in the cellar had fal- 
len to the floor and broken. She natur- 
ally attributed this to the "working" of 
tbe preaervea . Sbej, gatbered up what 
jars bad not been^broken, intending to 
heat them, but when they had been 
placed ou the kitchen table several 
more tumbled over and fell to the floor. 
One of the jars burst in the hands of 
her daughter, who was literally cover 
ed with the contents, which were scat- 
tered in'all directions with great force. 

During the days following it was no 
unusual thing to see a pitcher tumble 
out from the cupboard on tiie tloor, or 
a mantel vaati top[i!e over. Similar 
freaks on the part of earthen andglats- 
ware were constantly going on. On 
Wednesday last a most alarming situ- 
ation fi.xisted and Mrs. Worley was 
prostrated with fright. Every looking- 
glass and picture frame in the house 
was broken as if piercetl in the cmitre 
by some hard, blunt point. During the 
day tho antics of the gla.ssware took a 
most violent form. Several members of 
the family were in the yard when a 
aalt-oellar which had ■ been placed on 
the side- board suddenly bounded in tho 
air, and then flew through the window, 
making a round hole in the pain like 
that of a cannon ball. The salt-cellar 
was found at the extreme end of the 
yard, a distance of about 100 feet. This 
episode was followed by a freak of the 
mubtard pot, which bounded from the 
table and shot through another window 
into the yard, The soup tureen, a large 
and heavy piece of earthenware, is said 
to have acted in pretty much the same 
way. It was thrown into the air and 
broken, and one of the fragments pass- 
ed through the window into the yard. 
In is peculiar flight every article made 
its egress by a different widdow. 

Among the visitors on Wednesday 
night was William Boyer, a neighbor, 
who after a teacup had fallen once 
from a table replaced it only to see it 
fall again and break into many frag- 
ments. A messenger in tho employ of 
the Reading Railroad also visited tho 
house and observed a glass dish which 
he placedjon the table fall to the lloor, 
Two sons of Mr. Worlev while ])laying 
with a catsup bottle laid it on the lloor 
in the rear [)art of the house. It. fell 
over, and one of the ladu replaced it on 
itai)ottom. When they next looked 
for it they found it broken and the 
fragmedts lying against the wall some 
distance away. 

Yesterday the annoyance had some 
what subsided, the only unruly piece 
of household furniture being a lamp 
globe which fell from the bracket in 
the wall on the second floor. Mr. Wor 
ley has had all his crockery moved 
into the yard, and comparative quiet 
has been restored. The house contained 
a great deal of this fragil ware, but at 
present not a single set of dishes re- 
mains complete.
